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Ford and A/Viki complete talks 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Pres­ 
ident Ford and Japanese Prime 
Minister Takeo Miki conclu ded 
two day s of talks today with a 
joint statement asserting that a 
secu re Sou th Korea is essential 
for the maintenance of peace 
and stability in Asia. 
At the same time they ex ­ 
pressed hope for peacefu l u nifi­ 
cation of North and Sou th 
Korea bu t said the United 
States shou ld not retreat from 
its defense commitment to the 
Seou l regime. 
The two leaders, meeting on 
the 30th anniv ersary of the 
Atomic bombing of Hiroshima, 
reaffirmed the importance of 
the U.S.-Japan defense alliance. 
Ford assu red Miki that the 


United States wou ld continu e to 
abide by its defense com­ 
mitment to Japan “in the ev ent 
of armed attack agaimt Japan 
whether by nu clear or con­ 
v entional forc^.’’ 


Later, Miki, in a speech, cau ­ 
tioned the United States against 
any su dden change in the U.S. 
commitment to defend Sou th 
Korea, say ing the stability of 
Asia is at stake. 
“We v iew the continu ed pres­ 
ence of American troops in the 
Repu blic of Korea as an impor­ 
tant c(mtribu tion to Korean 
peace and to Asian stability ,“ 
Miki said. “We tru st there will 
be no su dden change in this 
U.S. policy .“ 
His remarks were prepared 


for a National Press C!lu b 
lu ncheon which followed two 
day s of talks with President 
Ford on global economic and 
secu rity problems. 
Speaking on the 30th anni­ 
v ersary of the atomic bombing 
of Hiroshima, Miki noted that 
modem Japan is a n(Himilitary 
state u nder its constitu tion and 
by “the deep-rooted conv ictions 
of its people.“ 
“We hav e foresworn the ac­ 
qu isition of offensiv e weapons 
and will nev er acqu ire nu clear 
weapons,“ he said. “A rearmed 
Japan or a nu clear-armed Ja ­ 
pan wou ld cmly create fear and 
instability among ou r neigh­ 
bors.“ 
He also said he ex pects Ja ­ 


pan will ratify the nu clear non­ 
proliferation treaty in the near 
fu tu re. 
Miki’s v iews on the Korean 
situ ation are shared by the 
Ford administration, which in 
recent months has repeatedly 
warned North Korea against 
engaging in any military ad­ 
v entu res against the sou th. , 
Discu ssing 
that 
possibilty 
sev eral weeks ago. Ford re­ 
fu sed to ru le ou t u se of nu clear 
weapmis against North Korea. 
Miki spent sev eral hou rs in 
consu ltations with Ford du ring 
his two-day official v isit here. 
After a Tu esday night work­ 
ing dinner at the White Hou se, 
Ford ex pressed appreciation 
for the transformation in U.S.- 
Japanese relations since World 


War II day s, pronou ncing them 
“respectfu lly intimate and re­ 
markably free of problems.“ 
By all accou nts, the first 
day ’s talks went smoothly . 
Ford gav e Miki assu rances that 
the United States is “firmly 
committed” to the American 
alliance with Japan. 
He said the American set­ 
backs in Indochina shou ld not 
be interpreted as a prelu de to a 
general American withdrawal 
from the Asian regon. 
A White Hou se statement 
said Ford told Miki “the United 
States will stand by its allies 
and friends in Asia and else­ 
where.” 
Miki, here on an official v isit, 
reportedly stressed the need for 
closer Japanese-U.S. relations

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
(Central Intelligence Agency has 
made significant profits on two 
of its front operations, CIA Di­ 
rector William E. Colby testi­ 
fied today . 
Colby told the Hou se in­ 
telligence c(Hnmittee in pre- 
pan^ testim(x iy that the CIA 
made considerable profits from 
Air America, an airline that 
aided CIA efforts in Sou theast 
Asia, and from a CIA pension 
fu nd. 
Air America is being dis­ 
posed of while the pension fu nd 
c(Mitinu e8 to operate, althou gh 
Colby said the profits hav e 
been tu rned into the Treasu ry 
since 197 3. Colby did not speci­ 
fy the profit lev els. 
Most of tlK CIA’s front oper­ 
ations, which the ag« icy calls 
proprietaries, hav e been u n­ 
profitable, the director said. 
“I foresee a continu ing need 
to u se the proprietary mecha­ 
nism 
to 
fu rther 
accom­ 
plishment 
of 
agency 
oper­ 
ations,” Colby said. 
Colby defined proprietaries 


WILLIAM E. COLBY 
as “apparently commercial en­ 
tities that are in reality con­ 
trolled by the agency .” He 
said, “Su ch companies prov ide 
cov er and su pport for clandes­ 
tine activ iti^ and enable u s to 
carry ou t administrativ e tasks 
discreetly .” 
M(» t proprietaries hav e few­ 
er than ten employ es, bu t “a 
v ery few of ou r former proprie­ 
taries, su ch as Radio Free Eu ­ 


rope and Air America, hav e 
b€ « n fairly large entities.” 


The pension fu nd was de­ 
scribed by Colby as “a finan­ 
cial enterprise which enables 
the agency to administer cer­ 
tain sensitiv e tru sts, annu ities, 
escrows and insu rance arrange­ 
ments withou t attribu tion to the 
agency . It enables u s to insu re 
with a controlled company 
some of ou r activ ities we cou ld 
not ex pose to regu lar insu rance 
companies. It enables u s to pay 
annu ities to indiv idu als whose 
links with the U.S. gov ernment 
mu st remain secret.” 


In the past, the proprietary 
companies retained their prof­ 
its, (^Iby said. The intelligence 
chief said that by 1973 “ac­ 
cu mu lated profits amou nted to 
a ccmsiderable su m” so the ex - 
ce^ was report« ! to Cwigress 
and u sed to redu ce the amou nt 
appropriated. 
Howev er, the CIA’s general 
cou nsel adv ised that this did 
not constitu te the fu ll appro­ 
priations process. 


Hoffa's foster son 
sought by FBI 


DETROIT (AP) - The foster 
son of missing ex -Teamster 
President Jimmy Hoffa report­ 
edly was seen in the company 
of a close associate of Team­ 
sters President Frank Fitz­ 
simmons, 
Hoffa’s

Teamster leadership, the day 
after Hoffa disappeared. 
Hoffa’s family has said it is 
looking for Charles “Chu ckie” 
O’Brien, Hoffa’s foster son and 
body gu ard, since Thu rsday — 
the 
day 
after 
Hoffa 
dis­ 
appeared. And the FBI also has 
said it wou ld like to qu estion 
O’Brien. 
In Washington, Fitzsimmons 
was said by an aide to be u n­ 
av ailable for comment on re- 
p<H*t concerning O’Brien that 
appeared in today ’s editions of 
tlw St. Lou is Post-Dispatch. A 
u nion spokesman wou ld only 
say , “I’v e seen the story , bu t I 
can’t giv e y ou any help. I’m 
sorry .” 
A man who identified himself 
as O’Brien called The Detroit 
News Ti^sday night and said: 


“1 don’t want to tell y ou where 
I’m at bu t I’m ou t of town. I’m 
safe and all right.” A Detroit 
telelv ision station receiv ed a 
similar call. The station was 
told O’Brien was away on u nion 
bu siness. 
Hoffa’s dau ghter, Mrs. Bar­ 
bara Crancer, told The Associ­ 
ated Press today that the fami­ 
ly still had not heard from 
O’Brien. “All we’re asking is 
for him to tell the tru th,” she 
said.

Crancer 
wou ld 
not 
elaborate on what she meant 
by that, nor wou ld she say if 
the family believ es O’Brien is 
linked in some way to the dis­ 
appearance 
of 
the 
former 
Teamster chief. 
The Post-Dispatch qu oted u n­ 
named sou rces as say ing that 
O’Brien had been seen getting 
into a car on the morning after 
Hoffa’s 
disappearance. 
The 
sou rce said the car was driv en 
by a man close to Fitzsimmons, 
bu t the sou rces refu sed to iden­ 
tify the man.

President signs voting bill 


WASHINGTON (AP) — De­ 
claring “the right to v ote is at 
the v ery fou ndation of ou r 
American sy stem,” President 
Ford today signed a sev en-y ear 
ex tension of the Voting Rights 
Act of 1965, a landmark piece 
of civ il rights legislation. 
“Nothing mu st interfere with 
this v ery preciou s right,” the 
President said as he signed the 
bill in a Rose Garden ceremo­ 
ny . 
Withou t Ford’s signatu re, the 
10-y ear-old act, credited with 
greatly increasing black parti­ 
cipation in politics, wou ld hav e 
ex pired at 12:01 a.m. Thu rsday . 
The 1965 law attacked elec­ 
toral 
discrimination 
against 
blacks in sev en Sou thern states. 


The ex tension broadens the 
cov erage to areas in 24 states 
where more than 5 per cent of 
v oting-age residents are Mex i- 
can-American, Alaskan nativ es. 
American Indians or of Asian 
ancestry . 
Inclu ded are certain v oting 
districts of New York City ; 
Tex as, and parts of California 
and Colorado. 
The ex tension also inclu des 
the original act’s nationwide 
ban on literacy tests. 
The measu re requ ires federal 
pre-clearance of v oting district 
changes and permits federal 
registration and election ex am­ 
iners to go into areas that are 
cov ered to check records and 
v oting procedu res.

The National Aeronau tics and Space Ad­ 
ministration (NASA) has been heav ily criti­ 
cized by some tax pay ers as a folly . Many be 
liev e it to be worthless. 
Howev er, those inv olv ed with the pro­ 
grams of NASA feel differently , inclu ding a 
former Dix mi resident, Dr. Victor Eichler, 
who is play ing an important role in research 
on the recent Apollo-Soy u z mission 
Dr. Eichler is a member of the biology 
team working for NASA on an ex perimental 
project observ ing the reaction of fish to the 
weightlessness of space. To some observ ers 
who followed the spacashot from liftoff to 
splashdown, the thou ght of astronau ts taking 
mov ie pictu res of fish in the spacecraft was 
something of a joke. To Dr Eichler and NASA 
administrators the behav ior of these fish is a 
“high priority ” concern 
Dr Eichler. son of Betty Eichler and the 
late Victor Eichler of Dix on, has been 
working for NASA on a su mmer-job basis. 
He is a biology professor at Wichita State Uni­ 
v ersity du ring the school y ear Dr Eichler 
applied for the temporary work before he 
knew that the fish ex periment wou ld be tak 
mg place. 
The fish u sed in the ex periment are mm- 
now-like fish called killifish The project’s 
official name is “Killifish Hatching and (Ori­ 
entation.” It is one of the life-sciences ex peri­ 
ments of NASA. Dr Eichler has been sta­ 
tioned in the Johnson Space Center in 
Hou ston 
The phenismenon 
of spac'e sickness 
brou ght abou t the killifish ex periment Mu ch 
like car, train or airsickness. Dr. Eichler 
notes that "9 0 per cent of the astronau ts su f­ 
fer from some degree of motion sickness for 
the first cou ple of day s they are in space.” 
NASA officials decided to pu t fish into 
space tp stu dy the problem. Fish were chosen 
t^aiu w they are easy to ex periment with, to 
dissect, analy ze and observ e. It is also easy to 


store a large nu mber of fish in the small area 
av ailable in a spacecraft 
The recent ex periments on the Apollo craft 
stu died normal killifish, u nhatched eggs and 
some blind fish It has been fou nd that normal 
fish which had grown u p u nder influ ence of 
the earth’s grav ity had trou ble adju sting to 
ou ter space. Howev er, according to Dr. Eich­ 
ler, “the poet-lau nch hatch adju sted well.” 
Dr. Eichler also noted that the blind killi­ 
fish acted strange. They were apparently u n­ 
able to orient themselv es withou t the benefit 
of ey esight 
“Balance is the prime consideration of the 
ex periment,” Dr. Eichler reported. “People 
can sit down when they get dizzy ,” he ex ­ 
plained "A fish can only spin arou nd in wa­ 
ter.” Dr Eichler is specifically looking for 
abnormalities in calciu m stones called oto­ 
liths, which rest on a membrane in the inner 
ear These stones control the balance sy stem 
in all v ertebrate animals. Dr Eichler report­ 
ed that astronau ts retu rning from space su f­ 
fer from calciu m metabolism deficiencies. 
This effect may be related to the motion sick­ 
ness problem 


Dr Eichler is waiting for film of the fish, 
taken by astronau ts in space, to be dev eloped 
before he can assess in detail the orientation 
of killifish to space. He has observ ed the re­ 
tu rned fish with a scanning electron micro­ 
scope 
Information he may u ncov er will be sent to 
Ru ssia to aid the Cosmos project which is 
schedu led for late October or early Nov em­ 
ber. The Ru ssians also are v ery interested in 
learning abou t the motion-sickness problem 
and the ability to adju st to a zero-grav ity situ ­ 
ation 
Althou gh the “fishing ex pedition” by 
NASA may seem pointless or u nwarranted to 
some. Dr. Victor Eichler sees it as an impor­ 
tant step to the u nderstanding of life in ou td* 
space. 
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Legislators ignore public: 
vote themselves pay raises

Ou r con gressmen an d sen ators 
hav e pu lled an other fast on e on the 
American pu blic. They hav e v oted to 
raise their own salaries— again . 
No won der million s feel that 
these Washin gton Robin Hoods of 
the Red In k are so bu sy takin g care 
of themselv es. It is u tterly an d com­ 
pletely disgu stin g. 
Behin d the scen es, the con gress­ 
men u sed an in side gimmiclr to boost 
their own salaries. On an earlier 
procedu ral v ote on whether to con ­ 
sider the salary boost or n ot, 302 
Con gressmen said “y ea,” 124 said 
n o. This left the open in g for the fin al 
v ote to be close an d gav e some 9 0 
members, who pu blicly appeared to 
be again st their own pay -raise, the 
political opportu n ity of seemin g to 
oppose it while they wou ld get it an y ­ 
way . 
It also made the pay -boost easy 
for the sen ators. 
The sen ators 
cleared the boost for themselv es 
Ju ly 28 by a whoppin g 58 to 29 . 
The v ariety of salary an d other 
in creases that these den izen s in By - 
zan tiu m-on -the-Potomac hav e v oted 
themselv es is simply appallin g. 
This on e is effectiv e in October 
an d presen tly figu res an in crease of 
abou t fiv e per cen t, bu t the den izen s 
v oted that each fall thereafter there 
will be a fu rther cost-of-liv in g in ­ 
crease on top of it. Mean while, we 
are su pposed to forget that the last 
in crease they v oted themselv es was 
41V^ per cen t! 
That on e was, as is u su al, 
achiev ed on what the members call 
a “v oice ^ote.” The members u se 
this on salary boosts so that the 
“ay es” can n ot be discov ered. The 
v ote does n ot appear on the record. 
For whose good? 
Un kn own to the pu blic, the repre­ 
sen tativ es an d sen ators also u se still' 
an other gimmick. They hav e what 
they call a “su spen sion of ru les” 
procedu re. No amen dmen ts are al­ 
lowed as a way to ru sh throu gh a 
bill. Bu t who wou ld kn ow it? 
The sen ators hav e already v oted 
themselv es three offices in their 
states in stead of two an d also free 
mailin g priv ileges, telephon e allow­ 
an ces, etc., on a scale that wou ld 
make Midas blu sh. There seems to 


be n o limit to their v en ality . 
Lobby ists? They get con gression ­ 
al fav ors on a scale that makes Mt. 
Ev erest look like a molehill. An d 
con gression al regu lation s regardin g 
fav or peddlers are the talk of the 
town . 
Con gress arran ged it so that lob­ 
by ists do n ot hav e to report the 
sou rce of their fu n ds or the amou n ts 
of their con gression al spen din g. 
They do n ot hav e to report their con ­ 
gression al lin ks or other in side, cozy 
relation ships with the sen ators an d 
represen tativ es. An d n o law re­ 
qu ires a sen ator or represen tativ e to 
report his fin an cial con dition . For 
whose good? 
This colu mn has protested man y 
times abou t the ou trageou s, lu sh, 
u n n ecessary trips that con gressmen 
an d sen ators an d their wiv es, staffs, 
etc., take all ov er the world on “offi­ 
cial bu sin ess” an d brazen ly charge 
them to the su fferin g American tax ­ 
pay ers. 
It’s a roarin g scan dal. These 
grav y -train riders hav e also qu ietly 
v oice-v oted themselv es a Sdper cen t 
boost in their own trav el allowan ce 
at the tax pay ers’ ex pen se. They in ­ 
creased it from $50 a day to $75. Bu t 
who wou ld kn ow it? 
I’m'thin kin g of the lu sh ju n kets 
abroad of on e high-liv in g con gress­ 
man that in clu ded a six -week tou r of 


Eu rope’s most glamorou s cities, 
made with his female reception ist 
an d an other female. They wen t for a 
two-week cru ise on the Aegean Sea, 
deman ded (an d got) free tickets to 
the Vien n a Film Festiv al, etc., an d 
en ou gh other goodies to sin k the 
Washin gton Mon u men t. 
An other con gression al free-load- 
er I hav e in min d piled himself an d 
his woman compan ion in to a ren ted 
Cadillac limou sin e, leisu rely tou red 
the Fren ch an d Italian Riv ieras, the 
Au strian Ty rol an d Switzerlan d an d 
en ded u p in Copen hagen — all at the 
ex pen se of u s tax pay in g peasan ts. 


Ev en man y lame-du ck con gress­ 
men an d sen ators take these lu sh 
ju n kets at the tax pay ers’ ex pen se 
after they hav e been defeated. The 
lame du cks are merciless in this 
steal. 
Con gression al trav el abroad can 
be n ecessary . It can also be highway 
robbery . 
There are man y cou rageou s, 
selfless men in Con gress,* as pu re in 
all this as the driv en sn ow. Bu t the 
Hou se an d Sen ate as a whole are n ot. 
No won der n ation wide polls show 
that C on gress’ approv al ratin g 
throu ghou t ou r cou n try is lower than 
u sed-car dealers an d garbage col­ 
lectors. These free-loaders hav e n o 
on e to blame bu t themselv es.

For ex ample, the Japan Econ om­ 
ic Jou rn al reports that a Toky o firm 
will shortly place on the market a 
wireless headphon e for receiv in g 
stereo mu sic from a home stereo 
u n it equ ipped with a special tran s­ 
mitter. 
Wearin g the headphon es, milady 
can hav e mu sic wherev er she goes 
in the hou se by tu n in g in to the tran s­ 
mitter on the first floor. In a wooden 


hou se, receiv in g distan ce is abou t 10 
meters, or abou t 33 feet. Sou n ds 
from TV an d tape recorders can also 
be heard by fittin g an adapter. Price 
of the complete ou tfit will be 19 ,800 
Yen ($65). 
On the other side of the world, re­ 
ports Electron ics Magazin e, a West 
German compon en t maker is rely ­ 
in g on homeown ers’ fascin ation with 
n ov elties to in du ce them to bu y a 
n ew in tegrated circu it light switch 
that operates at the merest tou ch by 
the con du ction of the slight amou n t 


of electricity in the body of the per­ 
son tou chin g it. 
It’s estimated that the n ew switch 
will sell for fiv e times as mu ch as 
con v en tion al hou sehold switches 
withou t dimmers. A key market is 
ex pen siv e n ew homes whose own ers 
won ’t min d pay in g a few ex tra dol­ 
lars for the n ov elty , con v en ien ce an d 
reliability .

Apollo-Soyuz, detente

Ev en as America’s three astro­ 
n au ts an d Ru ssia’s two cosmon au ts 
were preparin g to win g off for their 
history -makin g lin ku p in space, the 
qu estion of how far a free society 
can , or shou ld, cooperate with a to­ 
talitarian on e was bein g sharply 
etched by two v ery differen t men . 
Ex iled au thor an d Nobel Prize 
win n er Alex an der Solzhen itsy n has 
been tou rin g the Un ited States with 
this message: Don ’t tru st the Com­ 
mu n ists; don ’t help them solidify 
their iron ru le ov er the people ot 
Ru ssia in the in terests of “deten te.” 
Stay stron g, becau se y ou are the 
hope of the world. 
“The Commu n ist leaders say , 
‘Don ’t in terfere in ou r in tern al af­ 
fairs. Let u s stran gle ou r citizen s in 
peace an d qu iet.’ Bu t I tell y ou , in ­ 
terfere more an d more. In terfere as 
mu ch as y ou can . We beg y ou to 
come an d in terfere.” 
When ev er America helps the per­ 
secu ted in the Sov iet Un ion , he say s, 
it is defen din g n ot on ly them bu t it­ 
self as well. “You ’re defen din g y ou r 
own fu tu re.” 
As a prime v ictim of the Sov iet 
sy stem, Solzhen itsy n ’s creden tials 
are u n challen geable. Bu t also im­ 
pressiv e are those of the chief archi­ 
tect of deten te, Hen ry A. Kissin ger. 
In on e of a series of speeches he has 
made ou tside of Washin gton in re­ 
cen t day s, the secretary of state 
blu n tly challen ged the critics of this 


policy . 
“What is the altern ativ e they 
propose?” he asked. “What precise 
policies do they wan t u s to chan ge? 
Are they prepared for a prolon ged 
situ ation of dramatically in creased 
dan ger? Do they wish a retu rn to the 
con stan t crisis an d high arm s 
bu dget of the cold w ar?” 
The Un ited States will con tin u e 
on the cou rse on which it is em­ 
barked, he pledged, “becau se it of­ 
fers hope to ou r children of a more 
secu re world.” 
He poin ted to the Apollo-Soj^ 
mission in space— an area in which 
15 y ears ago we thou ght ou rselv es in 
almost mortal riv alry — as sy mbolic 
of the distan ce we hav e trav elled. 
Sy mbolic of somethin g else, for­ 
tu n ately , was the decision by Presi­ 
den t Ford, on the adv ice of Hen ry 
Kissin ger, n ot to receiv e Solzhen it­ 
sy n u pon his arriv al in this cou n try , 
reportedly becau se it wou ld hav e 
been “disadv an tageou s” to U.S. pol­ 
icy . This wou ld seem to be the v ery 
kin d of misu se of deten te Solzhen it­ 
sy n warn s again st. 
On the other han d, Solzhen itsy n 
sometimes giv e the impression that 
he is a latter-day Peter the Hermit, 
goin g arou n d whippin g u p en thu si­ 
asms for a cru sade again st the in li- 
del. There are limits to what the 
Un ited States can do on behalf of So­ 
v iet citizen s. 
Also on the other han d, Kissin ger 
has told the Sov iets that U.S.-Sov iet 


cooperation mu st be a two-way 
street an d has warn ed them again st 
“selectiv e deten te.” 
Thu s thou gh their acproaches, as 
well as their respon sibilities, may be 
differen t, the two men are workin g 
for the same goal. 
It is tru e, as some critics hav e 
charged, that the join t space mission 
is more a political than a techn ologi­ 
cal spectacu lar. It may also be tru e 
that whatev er n ew scien tific kn owl­ 
edge is gain ed from it will ben efit 
the Sov iets more than ou rselv es. 
Yet the sign ifican ce of Apollo- 
Soy u z as a sy mbol, as Kissin ger 
pmn ted ou t, shou ld n ot be min i­ 
mized. The greatest n eed of the 
world for as far in to the fu tu re as we 
can see is to prev en t a war between 
the two su perpowers. The join t v en ­ 
tu re in space is a tremen dou s step 
away from war. At the v ery least, it 
has made (me small crack in the wall 
of i^oran ce abou t the ou tside wcx rld 
behin d which the Sov iets keep their 
people. 
They can n ot main tain this wall 
forev er. Each y ear, each decade, 
each gen eration U.S.-Sov iet deten te 
is activ ely pu rsu ed, more su ch 
cracks will appear. It we tru ly be­ 
liev e in the su periority of ou r sy s­ 
tem, if we tru ly believ e that free­ 
dom, n ot ideological slav ery , is the 
n atu ral state of man , the great 
dawn in g of liberty in Ru ssia Solzhe­ 
n itsy n dreams of mu st ev en tu ally 
come.

Peter Beard cuts wide 
swath in social world

MONTAUK, N.Y. (A P) - 
Photographer, naturalist, au­ 
thor and occasional beam in 
the social light, Peter Beard is 
discomfitingly intense about a 
lot of things. 
He blasts gossip columnists 
who—not unfairly—see roman­ 
tic ties between him and such 
beauties as Lee Radziwill and 
Candy Bergen. 
He denounces man’s destruc­ 
tion of the planet, the plasticity 
of the American scene, the te­ 
dium of most people’s lives. 
He praises with a lover’s zeal 
Danish author Isak EHneson, 
about whom he recently com­ 
piled a book, and her works 
about Africa. 
He is equally at home with 
friends such as the Rolling 
St(Hies and Caroline Kennedy, 
up to his neck in mud on the 
shores 
of 
Kenya’s 
Lake 
Rudolph while studying croco­ 
diles for his book “ Eyelids of 
Morning,” or in his m ill house 
on a h o n g Island cliff over­ 
looking the sea. 
Tlie 37-year-old Beard likes to 
save things — be they eroding 
cliffs, exotic memorabilia in 
big scrapbooks or the lives of 
wild animals. A Yale graduate 
with prep school manners and 
boyish looks. Beard “ escaped” 
to Africa more than a dozen 
years ago. His first book of 
photographs, “ The End of the 
Gam e,” was hailed by Isak 
Dinesen as “ an epitaph ... over 
that old Africa which was so 
dear to my heart.” 
His latest book, “ Lxmging for 
Darkness,” is a loving tribute 
to Dinesen, the pen name of 
Baroness Karen Blixen, who 
died in 1962. H ie chapters, 
which closely parallel her book, 
“ Out of Africa,” were written 
by her friend and helper, Ka- 
mante. H ie book is illustrated 
with Kamante’s drawings and 
old photographs, caption^ with 
Dinesen’s haunting, memorable 
words. 
Beard 
asked 
Jacqu elin e 
Onassis to write an afterword 
for tlw book. She wrote, ‘“ Out 
of A frica’ has always meant 
more to me than any other 
book. 
H iis book can show 
(young people today) that they 
had allies in an earlier time, 
who knew that courage was en­ 
durance as well as abandon.... 
This book is a work of love.” 


Through his friendship with 
Lee Radziwill, Beard met the 
Kennedy children. He coached 
Caroline in photography — he 
says her work is excellent — 
and spent a summer on the 
Onassis-owned 
island 
of 
Skorpios. 
After Aristotle Onassis died, 
one syndicated columnist hinted 
that the Greek shipping mag­ 
nate was upset by Beard’s visit 
to the island and by Beard’s 
unusual diaries. 
Beard groaned when remind­ 


ed of the article. “ Ari liked my 
diaries. He was impressed by 
the effort.” 
Those diaries, 20 fat, leather- 
bound volumes kept for a peri­ 
od of 20 years, are as fascinat­ 
ing as any book that Beard has 
done. Like three-dimensional 
Hieronymous Bosch paintings, 
the diaries are crammed with 
squiggly ink drawings, letters, 
clippings, exotica like a toe-nail 
Beard once lost, feathers, bul­ 
lets, blood from buffalo hunts 
and thousands of photographs.

The squirrel hunting season 
has gotten under way in the 
southern half of the state, and 
by all accounts, devotees of 
squirrel stew are going to have 
a good year. 
“ We have a bumper crop of 
squirrels this year and hunting 
should be good,” says Jack 
E llis, Illinois upland game biol­ 
ogist. 
“ There was a good nut crop 
last fall and our surveys have 
showTi most litters are running 
above average,” said Ellis. 
Hunting began Aug. 1 in the 
state’s southern conservation 
zone, and starts Sept. 1 in the 
northern zone. But the southern 
zone has been expanded this 
year, giving hunters in a num­ 


ber of west-central counties an 
earlier shot at the squirrels. 
The dividing line between 
southern and northern zones 
was once U. S. 36 from Indiana 
to the Mississippi River. Now 
the southern zone has been ex­ 
panded to include all of Adams, 
Brown, 
Cass 
and 
Schuyler 
counties, as well as parts of 
Menard, Mason, Tazewell, Peo­ 
ria, Fulton, McDonough and 
Hancock counties. 
“ There’s as much good squir­ 
rel timber in some of these 
counties as there is anywhere 
in the state with the exception 
of the Shawnee National Forest 
areas,” said E llis .“ And there 
are two major river bottoms in 
the area, so we decided to util­ 
ize it.” 


Last year the squirrel season 
ran until Dec. 15 in both zones, 
but this year it’s been cut back 
to Nov. 15. One reason is that 
the longer squirrel season was 
conflicting with the deer hunt­ 
ing season. 
Both gray and fox squirrels 
are hunted in Illinois. The gray 
squirrel is found prim arily in 
the forested hills of the south, 
and also in the timbered river 
bottoms of western, west-cen­ 
tral and northern Illinois. 
The fox squirrel is found 
statewide, weighs slightly more 
than the gray, and has a dull 
orange underside and tail. The 
belly of the gray is white. 
The best times for squirrel 
hunting are early morning and 
late evening hours.

SPRIN G FIELD , 111. (A P) - 
While the level of state aid to 
education is climbing rapidly, 
local school districts are still 
experiencing a money crunch, 
an education official says. 
Don Eslick, assistant to the 
superintendent of education, 
told the Joint Revenue Proper­ 
ty Tax Subcommittee Tuesday 
that the increases in state sui> 
port have been offset by in­ 
flation and a slowdown in local 
property tax revenue. 
Under the Illinois school aid 
f(Xtnula, the taxpayer will pick 
up the tab for educating his 
children through a combination 
of state sales and income taxes 
and local property taxes. 
“ Legislators and others be­ 
lieve titot schools have been go­ 
ing through a real boom period 
in terms of finances,“ Eslick 
said. “ But there has been con­ 
siderable erosion in the proper­ 
ty tax base.” 
The education official said 
the erosion has come primarily 
because 
of exemptions 
ap­ 
proved by the legislature and 
the elimination of the personal 
property tax on individuals in 
1972. 
In response to a question, Es­ 
lick said a substantial number 
of school buildings will be 
closed over the next few years 
as enrollments continue to de­ 
cline and school boards can no 
longer afford to keep them 
open. 
Although state aid to local 
schools has jumped from $365.6 
million in 1968 to an estimated 
$1.17 billion for the upcoming 
school year, Eslick contended 
that inflation has prevented the 
use of the money for “ great 
and widespread improvements 
in educational quality... or big 
teacher salary increases.” 
The subcommittee took no ac­ 
tion on Eslick’s report, 
.. On another matter. Sen. Ter­ 
fel 
E. 
Clarke, 
R-Westem 
Springs, chairman of the sub­ 
committee, predicted that Gov. 
Daniel Walker would sign a 
measure passed last spring, 
which would lower the required 
assessment level of property 
for taxing purposes from 50 per 
cent to 33 1-3 per cent. 
The bill was passed to elimi­ 
nate the possibility of sky­ 
rocketing property taxes that 
would result in some areas if 
the Illinois Supreme Court ever 
wdered the state to enforce the 
50 per cent assessment level. 
Studies show that all counties 
currently assess below 50 per 
cent. 
The group also set dates for 
hearings on several bills relat­ 
ing to property tax assess­ 
ments, which had been recom­ 
mended by the subcommittee 
and are pending in the legisla­ 
ture. 
The hearings were set for 
Aug. 21 in Effingham, Sept. 3 in 
Rockford, Sept. 16 in Carbon- 
dale and Oct. 1 in Pontiac.

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It was on June 9,1772, that the 
British customs schooner the 
Gaspee ran aground at Nam- 
quit Point, a few miles south of 
Providence, R.I., on Narragan- 
sett Bay. 


That night several boatloads 
of men from Providence pulled 
alongside the Gaspee. The 
watch gave the alarm, but the 
commander of the vessel. Lieu­ 
tenant W illiam Dudingston, 
could not prevent the Patriots 
from boarding and seizing con­ 
trol of the Gaspee. As the Brit­ 
ish commander rushed on deck 
in his nightshirt and greatcoat, 
shots rang out and Dudingston 
was wounded in the groin and in 
the arm. 


A midshipman declared later 
that one of the mob’s leaders 
threatened the live of the com­ 
mander and his men. “ Now, 
you piratical rascal, we have 
got you. D-mn you, we w ill hang 
you all by the laws of Great 
BriU in.” 


But Dudingston and the crew 
were tied up and put ashore. Af­ 
ter looting the Gaspee and 
throwing the commander’s pa­ 
pers and clothing overboard, 
the Patriots set the ship afire. 
By morning she had burned to 
the water’s edge. 


What had provoked the Rhode 
Islanders to such a bold act as 
the destruction of a British na­ 
val craft? 
Narragansett traders had 
long conducted business pretty 
much as they pleased, and they 
had a hearty disrespect for 
British navigation regulations. 
When customs officers with the 
aid of naval vessels became 
more diligent in enforcing trade 
laws in 1772, local citizens nois­ 
ily expressed their indignation. 
The Newport Mercury, pub­ 
lished since 1768 by Solomon 
Southwick, angrily denounced 
the use of naval craft in search­ 
ing for smugglers. A writer in 
the issue of Feb. 22, 1772, de­ 
clared “ Some say this p-r-t-c-1 
schooner belongs to K. G ~ the 
Th-d; but we should think it a 
little below his Br-t-n-c Majesty 
to keep men of war employed in 
robbing some of the poorest 
subjects.” The author warned 
colonists. “ Am ericans, take

Contemporary newspapers did not make much mention of the destruction of the 
Gaspee. When the British appointed a commission to investigate the affair and set up a 
special procedure for trying those involved, the colonial press began to talk of oppres­ 
sion. Solomon Southwich, publisher of the Newport M lercury, was an ardent Patriot 
who joined in the protest. This excerpt from the issue of June 21, 1773, is superimposed 
on the paper of June 28.

In Lieutenant Dudingston the 
Rhode Island traders faced a 
determined “ fire-eating sea 
dog.” The Mercury reported 
that he had said he would be de­ 
lighted to see Newport bum, 
and that he swore “ he would be 
damn’d if he or his crew would 
lift a finger to put out the fire.” 
Dudingston was haughty and 
insolent with masters of vessels 
that he boarded during his 
cruise about Narragansett Bay 
in the Gaspee. And it was 
charged that his men stole 
sheep, hogs and chickens from 
farms around the bay. This ar­ 
rivant British officer couldn’t 
fail to infuriate people, and the 
local citizens were elated when 
Dudingston’s ship ran aground. 
Merchants and other Patriots 
soon got their revenge by burn­ 
ing the Gaspee. 
This was hardly an incident 
that could be ignored by British 


authorities; a naval vessel had 
been destroyed and a king’s of­ 
ficer had been attacked. When 
news of the affair reached Eng­ 
land the ministry decided to of­ 
fer a reward of 500 pounds for 
information leading to the con­ 
viction of those responsible. In 
addition, a royal commission 
was created to investigate mat­ 
ters and send suspects to Brit­ 
ain for trial. 
It was generally known that 
John Brown and other promi­ 
nent Providence men had or­ 
ganized the attack on the Gas­ 
pee, and had also led the raid. 
No effort had been made by the 
participants to disguise them­ 
selves. 
When the investigating com­ 
mission met in Newport in 
early 1773, however, it found 
that the citizens of Providence 
had remarkably short memo­ 
ries. No one c(^d identify the 
rioters; and no one would admit 
to any knowledge of the Gaspee 


affair. In all probability an in­ 
former would have risked his 
life if he had testified. Faced 
with the defiance of the Rhode 
Islanders, the commission was 
powerless. 
Despite the seriousness of the 
burning of the Gaspee, the 
crown decided to let the inci­ 
dent pass with the hop>e that 
greater harmony between Brit­ 
ain and the colonies would re­ 
sult. 
But the Patriots refused to 
drop the matter. They could see 
ominous piossibilities in the way 
that the ministry had reacted to 
the Gaspee riot. It seemed to 
many that the appointment of a 
board of inquiry was interfer­ 
ence in the internal affairs of a 
colony. And the prospect of 
forcing suspects to stand trial 
in England was unthinkable. 
Not only Rhode Islanders 
were aware of these dangers. 
Newly created committees of 
correspondence made sure that 


these threats to American lib­ 
erty were well publicized by 
printers throughout the colo­ 
nies in newspapers and broad­ 
sides.

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Bear poaching a 
problem In Smoky 
Mountains Park 


By CARL MANNING 
Associated Press Writer 
GATLINBURG, Tenn. (AP) 
— Officials report a new prob­ 
lem in the Great Smoky Moun­ 
tains 
National 
Park: 
Bear 
poaching. 
Chief Ranger Dick Moeller 
estimated that up to 200 black 
bear were killed by hunters 
sneaking into the park last 
y ear. Moeller said there are 
about 800 bear roaming the 
park wilderness. 
“ There is really no way to 
tell for certain how many bear 
were killed or for that matter, 
how many there are in the 
park,” he said. “ All we can do 
is make estimates based upon 
observations and information.” 
Moeller said about 50 persons 
have been arrested for illegal 
hunting in the last two y ears. A 
person convicted of hunting 
within the national park faces 
up to six months in federal 
prison and fines up to $500. 
Transporting an animal across 
the state line brings up to five 
y ears in prison and fines up to 
$10,000. 
About 75 per cent of the 
poaching last y ear was for 
commercial purposes, officials 
said. 
The hides and meat are sold 


on the blackmarket mainly in 
Tennessee, 
Kentucky , 
North 
Carolina and Virginia, Moeller 
said. He said last y ear bear 
meat on the blackmarket was 
selling for $3 a pound, while a 
complete bear hide was selling 
for about $100. 
He estimated the value of a 
live cub was up to $300 and a 
mature bear could be sold for 
about $500. 
Moeller said many hunters 
use dogs to chase the bear into 
an area where they wait with 
their guns ready , while other 
hunters set up bait stations for 
the animals. 
“ They use things like sar­ 
dines to lure the bear into a 
specific area,” he said. Other 
hunters use a variety of traps, 
although the traditional vise- 
jawed bear trap is seldom 
used. 
He said one of the more com­ 
mon traps is the “ deadfall,” in 
which the animal walks on a 
triggering mechanism, causing 
a heavy weight, such as a log, 
to fall, crushing the skull or 
breaking the neck. 
Moeller said one part of the 
problem is that many area resi­ 
dents have been bear hunting 
longer than the park has been 
established.

LAMB — Could 
you tell me what causes gout 
•and what to do for it? The doc­ 
tor said I had gout in my feet. 
,The balls of both feet are sore 
and sometimes my toes bum 
and seem to draw as if I had 
cramps in them. It is very pain­ 
ful. 
DEAR READER — Gout is 
not caused by eating rich foods 
and drinking. It is caused by an 
overproouciion of uric acid by 
your own body. 
What is uric acid? It is closely 
related to proteins and is a 
byproduct of the formation of 
new body cells. When you are 
generating that 
enormous 
number of new, red blood cells, 
three million every second, you 
are also forming uric acid. It is 
formed in the process of 
manufacturing the important 
nucleic acid DNA in the nucleus 
of the cell. Anything that 
stimulates the breakdown of 
cells or stimulates their growth 
will increase the production of 
DNA. 
It follows that a person on one 
of those fad diets that promises 
massive sudden weight l(»s 
may have a sudden acute at­ 
tack of gout. The diet leads to 


breakdown of muscle cells and 
release of excess quantities of 
uric acid. 
The uric acid forms a salt 
(sodium urate) that can form 
crystals and induce a com­ 
plicated process in the joints 
that results in red hot, painful, 
swollen joints. This is common­ 
ly the big toe, but other joints 
may be involved. 
Deposits of the uric acid salt 
in the joints lead to a form of 
arthritis, called simple gouty 


arthritis. It can lead to a slow 
destruction and deformity of 
the joints involved. 
While diet is helpful in treat­ 
ment of gout, it is not as impor­ 
tant as controlling the over­ 
production of uric acid by your 
own body cells.
